REMARKS 

Reconsideration and Allowance

Qaim 1-41 and 63-72 are currently pending in the above- referenced application. Qaims 42-62 
have been previously canceled. No claims have been amended, canceled or added by way of the present 
Response. No new matter has been added. In view of the fact the present Response neither requires 
undue consideration nor raises new issues, Applicant respectfully requests the present Response be 
entered and that the application be passed along for allowance. In particular, the present Response 
addresses various formal issues raised in the outstanding Office Action and attempts to place the 
application in condition for allowance.
